Jones  Says  4,000 
Enrolled  by  '75 

(Continued  from  Page  One) 

by  1970  it  should  pass  3,000; 
and  by  1975  it  is  conceivable 
that  the  enrollment  would  be 
near  4,000.  These  figures  are 
based  on  the  assumption  that 
young  men  and  young  women 
will  be  attending  this  college 
in  the  next  fifteen  years  at  the 
same  rate  of  increase  as  they 
.have  been  in  the  past  ten 
years. 

Applications  for  federal  funds 
have  exhausted  the  app’  opria- 
tion  by  the  last  Congress  for 
college  housing.  However,  the 
division  of  college  housing  of 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  anticipates  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  housing  program  by 
the  next  Congress.  It  becomes 
necessary  then  to  make  plans 
now  to  care  for  the  anticipated 
enrollments  of  1965  to  1975. 

Our  first  step  will  be  to  se¬ 
lect  an  architect  from  those  in¬ 
vited  to  submit  preliminary 
plans  and  suggestions  of  meet¬ 
ing  the  following  progzam: 

A  dormitory  for  500  men  to 
be  reached  in  at  least  two 
steps,  250  each, 

A  dormitory  for  500  women, 
reached  in  at  least  two  steps, 
250  each, 

A  common  dining  room  and 
kitchen  planned  to  care  for  a 
maximum  of  500  in  the  first 
step  and  500  more  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  step. 

Married  student  facilities  for 
210  to  be  reached  in  two  or 
three  steps. 

A  group  of  cooperative  houses 
to  care  for  around  200  students 
to  be  reached  in  two  or  three 
steps. 

The  necessary  site  improve¬ 
ments  to  include  roads,  park¬ 
ing  facilities,  walks,  sewers, 
utilities,  etc. 

$8,000,000  Estimated  Cost 

The  total  project  to  cost  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $7,500,000 
to  $8,000,000  and  to  be  reached- 
in  two  or  more  steps.  While 
there  has  been  no  definite  as¬ 
signment  of  a  campus  area  for 
this  project,  the  total  housing 
program  could  be  housed  west 
of  the  college  park  in  an  area 
1,000  feet  by  1,300  feet  on  land 
owned  by  the  college.  The  col¬ 
lege  is  fortunate  in  having 
ground  enough  to  include  such 
a  program  without  having  to 
buy  land  for  housing. 

The  board  is  eager  to  formu¬ 
late  plans  that  will  care  for  the 
anticipated  enrollments.  Invi¬ 
tations  will  be  extended  to  in¬ 
terested  arcitects  to  submit 
ideas  looking  toward  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  one  or  more  to  work 
with  the  college  administra-

The  third  problem  ahead  of 
your  college  deals  with  pro¬ 
blems  arising  from  a  coordinat¬ 
ed  program  of  public  highc  ed¬ 
ucation  in  Missouri.  The  first 
concern  is  the  size  of  the  task 
ahead.  Repi'csentatives  of  the 
state’s  higher  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  are  working  on  this  pro¬ 
blem  under  the  leadership  of 
'Dr.  Warren  Peterson,  of  Com¬ 
munity  Studies,  Inc.,  Kansas 
City.  The  enrollment  in  your 
college  should  pass  2,000  next 
fall  and  by  1965,  2,500.  From 
then  on  the  enrollment  depends 
on  housing,  but  could  reach 
3,200  by  1970.  Then  there  is  the 
need  for  uniformity  in  account¬ 
ing  and  budgetary  procedures 
in  the  state.  Next  Tuesday  the 
registration  officers  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  state  schools  and  the  bus¬ 
iness  officers  will  meet  with 
the  State  Budget  officials  to 
lay  out  this  program.  Robert 
Foster  registrar,  and  Luther 
Belcher,  business  manager,  will 
represent  your  college. 

One  of  our  critical  problems 
has  to  do  with  the  distribution 
of  facilities  for  those  who  de¬ 
sire  a  college  education.  The 
Coordinating  Commission  is 
studying  the  probiem  of  state 
supported  Junior  Colleges  and 
there  is  an  effort  on  the  part 
of  educational  leaders  in  our 
metropolitan  areas  for  addi¬ 
tional  four  year  colleges.  Local¬ 
ly  these  plans  may  result  in  a 
drain  off  of  students  that  will 
affect  local  business. 

In  the  state  there  arc  three 
problems  of  immediate  con¬ 
cern: 

1.  Uniformity  of  fees  and 
charges  to  students. 


2.  The  relation  of  scholarship 
and  loan  plans  to  the  cost  of 
maintaining  our  stale  colleges 
and  universities,  and 

3.  The  problems  growing  out 
o‘  admission  requirements  and 
standards  for.  remaining  in  col¬ 
lege. 

Foster  has  been  granted 
leave  to  work  on  this  last  pro¬ 
blem  for  the  Stale’s  Coordinat¬ 
ing  Commission. 

Finally,  in  the  state  planning 
are  the  problems  dealing  with 
strengths  and  weaknesses  in 
offerings  and  die  possibility  of 
functional  allocation. 

In  conclusion:  There  are 
three  major  problems  vital  to 
the  welfare  of  your  college:  Re¬ 
lation  to  accreditation,  housing, 
and  our  place  in  the  stale’s  sys¬ 
tem  .  of  higher  education.  The 
cost  of  educating  the  youth  of 
the  state  will  increase  as  Die 
children  now  in  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  come  of 
college  age.  Our  local  attention 
to  the  solution  to  these  three 
problems  and  the  loyal  and  en¬ 
couraging  support  of  the  col¬ 
lege  will  have  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  the  business  that  comes 
into  this  community  because 
the  college  is  here.  The  youth 
to  be  educated  are  available. 
It  they  go  elsewhere  to  college 
you  will  pay  for  them  in  taxes 
that  will  go  to  the  other  schools. 
The  plans  indicated  here  will 
help  your  college  grow  and  bus- 
)•  ess  will  be  better  in  Maryville 
because  you  have  put  forth  your 
efforts  to  help.

Capt.  Cox  Visits 
Campus;  Tells  of 
WAC  Program 

"The  Army  will  grant  a  di¬ 
rect  commission  as  a  second 
lieutenant  to  coeds  who  can 
qualify  for  the  Women’s  Army 
Corps”,  says  Captain  Anita 
Cox,  WAC  Selection  Officer  for 
Kansas  and  ihe  western  half  of 
Missouri. 

She  will  be  at  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  Monday, 
November  30,  to  explain  two 
programs  ,  the  Army  has  for 
coeds.  The  first  program  is  for 
those  who  have  their  bacca¬ 
laureate  degrees  in  any  major; 
and  the  second  is  a  special 
summer  orientation  program 
for  college  juniors. 

"Under  the  latter  program,’* 
says  Captain  Cox,  “the  junior 
coed  is  enlisted  as  a  corporal 
for  four  weeks  training  at  the 
WAC  Center  at  Fort  McClellan, 
Alabama,  as  a  WAC  cadet.  She 
receives  $122  pay,  uniforms, 
meals,  living  accommodations, 
and  round  trip  transportation 
from  the  young  woman’s  home 
to  the  WAC  Center. 

“Those  who  take  this  sum¬ 
mer  program  have  no  resulting 
obligation  to  the  Army.  They 
are  contacted  at  graduation  to 
see  if  they  wish  to  apply  for  a 
commission,  and  if  -not,  their 
Army  connection  is  termin¬ 
ated.” 

“No  test  is  required  for  the 
direct  commission  program,  ’ 
Captain  Cox  continues,  “the 
baccalaureate  degree  suffices 
for  the  educational  require¬ 
ment.”

Do  you  know  the  differences  between  College  and  profes¬ 
sional  'wrestling?  During  the  mat  season  this  fall  and  winter 
keep  your  eyes  open  for  these  amazing  opposites. 

If  you  have  ever  watched  a  telecast  of  professional  wrest¬ 
ling,  you  will  have  noted  the  anguished  faces  of  the  participants 
when  a  submission  hold  was  applied.  This  hold  is  the  type  that 
causes  pain  in  the  joints  because  of  applied  pressure. 

You  will  not  see  this  type  of  hold  in  college  wrestling,  nor 
will  you  see  any  kicking,  biting,  hair  pulling,  or  hilling,  as 
these  are  also  illegal  in  college  wrestling. 

College  wrestlers  do  not  have  “ten  counts”  to  shape-up  in 
before  they  are  disqualified;  the  referee  will  automatically 
give  points  to  the  opponents  or  disqualify  the  guilty  wrestler. 
College  wrestlers  must  know  the  rules  before  they  begin  a 
match;  they  do  not  have  to  have  an  explanation  of  why  they 
lost. 

A.  A.  U.  wrestlers  are  matched  according  to  strict  weight 
classes.  No  one  is  matched  out  of  his  particular  weight  class. 

College  matches  are  divided  inio  three-three  minute  .periods 
with  nine  minutes  in  all.  At  the  beginning  of  the  first  period  the 
wrestlers  in  a  stand-up  position.  The  second  period  positions 
are  decided  by  a  coin  tossing,  and  then  one  decides  on  the  ad¬ 
vantages  or  disadvantage  position.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
third  period  these  positions  are  reversed. 

A  wrestler  can  win  his  match  on  points  or  decision.  Points 
are  awarded  as  follows:  2  points  for  a  reversal  or  take-down;  1 
point  for  an  escape  or  predicament;  3  for  near  falls.  Team 
points  for  a  decision;  2  points  for  a  tie.
